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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment filed June 2, 2006. 

Response to Amendment 

The limitations added to claims 13, 17, 21, 25, 32, 39 and 46 are sufficient to overcome 
the Ogawa (US 6,362,507), Jacobson (US 6,294,401), Speakman (US 6,713,389) and Yamazaki 
(JP 2001-052864) references either alone or in combination. Therefore, the rejections of claims 
13-66 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-73 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reasons for the allowance of claims 13, 17, 21, 25, 32, 39 and 46 is the 
inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitations of forming a gate 
electrode, a pixel/first electrode and source and drain wirings by discharging a conductive 
material, performing three heat treatments and planarizing the gate electrode, pixel electrode and 
source/drain wirings. These limitations were found in claims 13-73 and are neither disclosed nor 
taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
